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OUR MAGNIFICENT NAVY. 


The House Takes up the Organization Bill 
and Discusses It. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.---The house con- 
sumed the mornii:g hours in committee of the 
whole considerin:: the bill forthe permanent 
improvement of :he Erie and Oswezo canals, 
and to secure the ‘reedom of the same to the 
commerce of the United States. A desire. was 
expressed to reac}. a vote on this bill, as i¢ did 
not seem likely tu pass, and should be gotten 
out of the way of other legislation. 

Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, said thatthe bill would 

ail unless the Hennepin canal appropriation 
was attached to it. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the pension appropriation bill, which 
appropriates $76,247,500, being only $5,000 
below the estimates, the reduction being in the 
item for the rent of offices for pension 
agencies. 

Without amendment or discussion the bill 
was read, reported the house and passed. 

The house then— yeas 133, nays 77—went 
into committee of the whole on the naval or- 
ganization bill. z 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas, declared that there was 
no political object ought to beaccomplished by 
the measure. It lad for its object a reform in 
the administration of naval affairs, in order to 
ensure harmony, promote efficiency, produce 
economy and seciire responsibility.

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THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


The Committee on Foreign Relations Report 
the Bill Favorably. 


WASHINGTON, January 6.---Senator Ed- 
munds, by direction of committee on foreign 
relations, today reported favorably the bill to 
incorporate the Maritime Canal company, of 
Nicaragua. The bill creates Charles H. Daly, 
H. L: Hotchkiss,Francis A. Stout, W. B. Frank- 


lin, Daniel Ammen, Wm. L, Merry, Horace 


Davis, Edward F. Beale, James H. McMullen, 
Sheppard Homans, and their associates and 
successors, a body corporated under the name 
cf the ‘Maritime Canal company, of Nicaragaa, 
for the purpose of enjoying all the rights con- 
tained in many canal concessions made tothem 
by Nicaragua or Costa Rica. The bill further 
provides that the capital stock shall consist. of 
not les§ than five hundred thousand. nor more 
than one million shares of 3100 each, of 
which ten per cent shall be payable at the time 
of subscription. That the company’s affairs 
shall be managed by cleven directors, citizens 
of the United States and Nicaragua, of whom 
one may be appointed by each of the two coun- 
tiies; that tolis for passage through the canal 
shall be reasonable and not in excess of $2.50 
per ton of freight; that the United States may 
exercise such control over the canal asis not 
inconsistent with the treaty obligations; that 
the privileges granted shall expire unless ten 
million of capital stock is subscribed fur within 
two years, and work actually commenced with- 
in four years, and that the power to alter, 
amend or repeal the act shall be reserved to 
congress. The report accompanying the bill 


Says: 

The committee is of the opinion that instancas 
must be rare when it should recommend congress 
to pass any act of incorporation other than for local 
purposes within the District of Columbia, or in 
some territory, but it thinks that for a great 
national object and for specific purposes affecting 
the welfare of the people of the United States, that 
congress nay rightfully and properly create a cor- 
poration to effect the same public objects; that con- 
cress might, by law, provide for being dove by the 
government. The committee believes this is a case 
within this principle. The means of water transit 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans at or near 
the Isthmus of Panamads an obvious matter of in- 
terest to the industries and commerce of the United 
States, and it is, the committee thinks, equally 
clear that it is in the highest degree 
desirable, so far as may be done consistently with 
their obligations to other persons, that this transit 
should be under the infiuence, if it cannot be 
under the control, of the United States. It i* well 
understood that the republic of Nicaragua and her 
sister. Central American republics have a strong 
disposition to affiliate their interests with those of 
our country, inasmuch as their political institutions 
are based upon the same theory as ourown. It is 
well known that for a longtime past the republic of 
Nicaragua has been willing and desirous that a 
ship canal should be built between the two oceans 
through her territory, and insuch a way and under 
such a condition as should promote the common 
prosperity of all the American republics, From one 
cause or another the accomplishment of a desire 
has been continually postponed until at _ last 
it seems clear tothe committee. It can hardly be 
expected that our sister republic will much longer 
refrain from doing what she can toward the build- 
ing of this canal by seeking aid from the nations, 
or other people whose commercial and political in- 
terests are not altogether in accord with ours, It 
srecms to the committee, therefore, that the least 
the United States can do is to authorizo a corpora- 
tion composed of highly respectable and responsi- 
ble citizens of the United States to be a 
corporation for the purpose of building this 
canal under any. concessions or authority 
that the republic of Nicaragua would consent to. 
It will be noticed the bill provides a rigorous securi- 
ty for the due administration of the affairs of the 
corporation and for the prevention of the diversion 
of its funds to other purposes than those intended 
by the act, and that it also provides for the com- 
plete authority of congress to amend or repeal it, 
as the public good may require. It will also be ob- 
served that the bill does not draw into question or 
exient any supposed treaty obligation of the United 
States with any power. 

! coking, therefore, tothe large benefits to the 
United States and her sister countries, but also to 
the Scommerce and inter-communicating of the 
sisicrhocd of civilized government on the globe, the 
ccmmittee recommends the passage of the bill in 
the hope that the resources and enterprise of pri- 
vate citizens of our country may be enabled to ae- 
complish this greatgwork, even if our government 
itself is not yet ready to undertake it.”’

THE BANKS AND THE BONDS. 


Over Three Million of Three Per Cent Bonds 
in the Treasury. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—There is still on 
deposit in the United States treasury to secure 
the circulation of national banks $3,998,450 in 
the called three per cent bonds which have 
matured. These bonds are held by 196 banks, 
and are all included in the calls from the 132d, 
wcich matured February 1, 1886, to and in- 
cluding the 144th, which matured December 1, 
LSS6. 

In view of the attorney general’s opinion 
that non-interest bearing bonds cannot be used 
asa basis for national bank circulation, consid- 
erable interest. is felt as to the probable course 
of the treasury department towards banks 
holding the bonds in question. Mr. 
Trenholm, comptroller of the cur- 
ency, was, this afternoon questioned as to 
what steps he proposed to take in this matter, 
and he said heavould probably ask the attor- 
ney general for advice before taking any radi- 
calaction, He was now engaged, he said, in 
making a list of banks and the amount of ma- 
tured bonds held by each, and he wanted to 
consult with law officers of the government as 
to what it is his duty to do under the circum- 
stances. He was disposed to be lenient with 
the banks,buthe felt that he could nolonger de- 
lay enforcing a strict compliance with the laws 
bearing an the subject of national bank securities, 
He did not, however, apprehend any trouble 
with the banks, as he thought they would do 
their duty in the premises as soon as it was 
made clear tothem, From other sources it was 
learned that the banks will be allowed a week 
or ten days more within which to replace the 
matured bonds, after which time all the banks 
in default in this respect will be proceeded 
against, attention being paid first to those 
largest in default.

The Horribie Pate of a Milkman—Confzssion of James 
Newlin of the Murder of George H. Codman, 
Near Lexington, Massachusetts—The 

- Details of His Horrible Ceime, Etc. 


Boston, January 6.—The dismembered and 
scattered remains found in Lexington yester- 
day, have been identified as those of George A. 
Codman,a milkman. James Edward Newlin, 
one of the number of persons arrested on sus- 
picion, has confessed that he alone was guilty. 
He had planned the murder for some time, and 
was prompted to it hy cupidity, excited by 
Codman’s boastful exhibition on different occa- 
sion of considerable sums of money. Codman 
was killed at his stable, about two o’clock Mon- 
day morning. During the following day, New- 
lin entered his lodgings, and representing that 
he bad been sent by Codman, gained entrance 
to bis room and secured $275 in money and 
some valuables. 

That afternoon he cut the body up with an 
ax for the convenience of handling, loaded the 
fragments into his sleigh and drove off towards 
Lexington. While thinking of the deed as he 
drove along, he became panic-stricken with 
fear and threw pieces over the walls and into 
bushes in secluded spots and hurried away to 
Boston by another route from that which he 
had come. The police found in Codman’s stable 
ample evidence that Newlin’s story was true. 
Newlit. is a handsome young fellow, a little 
over seventeen years old, and is very intelli- 
gent looking. He is one of four brothers who 
reside in Somerville. While nothing really 
bad is known of the brothers, they. have the 
reputation of being hot-blooded and wild. The 
father of the family, it is stated, hanged him- 
self i the penitentiary.

The above is a verbatim copy of the letter, 
and seems to have been purposedly illiterate.

BLOWN UP BY DYNAMITE. 


Outrageous Conduct of Strikers in San Fran- 
cisco.

One 
of them lifted the trap and the other took a 
peckage from his pocket, applied a match to it 
and lowered it into the tunnel. The men then 
secreted themselves. The explosion followed 
and the lady saw the cable and machinery of 
the trap flying in all ways.

Hamilton at Wyandotte, 


Kansas. 

WYANDOTTE, Kansas, January 6.—Evidence 
was closed in Hamilton’s trial today, and ar- 
gument will begin tomorrow. Several addi- 
tional witnesses were called to prove an alibi 
for the prisoner. The wife of Robert Geers, 
another of the accused, corroborated the state- 
ment that Geers sat up with a young man 
named Sparks on the night of 
the wreck. Mrs. McMiilian, Sparks’s 
landlady, testified to the same 
effect. In the afternoon the state introduced 
several witnesses in rebuttal. George A. Fow- 
ler, a detective, known as “Brother Alfred,” 
reiterated his former testimony. It was ex- 
pected that Mayor Hannon would take the 
stand again, but he did not appear.

A NEWSPAPER OFFICE BURNS. 


Destruction of the Philadelphia Evening 
Telegraph by Fire. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 6.—About 12:45 
this morning flames were discovered in the 
basement and first floor of the Evening Telc- 
graph building and the one adjoining, Nos.106, 
108 and. 110 South Third street, 
and. before the fire department could 
reach the place the flames had shot up through 
an elevator used for hauling the stereotype 
forms othe Telegraph from the upper to the 
lower floors. When the engines § arrived 
numerous streams were thrown on the build- 
ing from both sides. While the fire itself was 
extinguished, everything in the Telegraph 
building was thoroughly drenched with water 
and the paper loses fully $25,000 on contents. 
The building at No. 110 South Third stréet is 
comparatively slightly damaged, as the flames 
were soon put out. 

The buildings are owned by the Girard estate 
and are probably well covered by insurance, 
although they are very old. Nothing can be 
learned tonight as to the insurance oa the con- 
tents of the Telegraph building. The compo- 
sition, editorial and city departments of the 
paper are entirely ruig€d by the severe drench- 
ing, as they contained prokably the most valu- 
able and complete biographical history and 
scientific data in the United States, 
The loss will be a _ severe one. 
Four cylinder Hoe presses will also be a total 
wreck. The origin of the fire has not been 
definitely settled upon, but itis believed that 
it caught from an overheated heater in the 
basement of the Telegraph office, as there was 
but one other source, which was a grate in the 
building at No. 110, which was occupied on the 
ground floor by Howard, Ball & Co., bankers. 


NATURAL GAS EXPLODES. 


And Causes the Destruction of Valuable 
Property. 

YOUNGSTOWN, O., January 6.—At_ three 
o clock this morning, Jack Semple.a watch- 
man in the scarcely completed Andrews block 
on South Market street, opened a window to 
secure ventilation. Instantiy an explosioa oc- 
curred and Semple ran into the street with his 
clothes aflame, and rolled in the snow. Flames 
burst from the building which burned with ex- 
traordinary rapidity, and was totally consum- 
ed. The block was of brick and stone, and was 
just completed at a cost of $60,000. Several 
business enterprises had just been established 
in the building. The total loss will reach con- 
siderably over $100,000, with probably $75,000 
insurance, 

Watchman Semple was badly burned and was 
rcmoved tothe city hospital. Another watchman 
Thomas Brannigan, aged 19 years, is missing, 
and is supposed to be in the ruins, Assistant 
Chief Davis, of the fire department, was pain- 
fully burned. Two lines of natural gas mains 
run past the Andrews building, and it is sup- 
posed that the fluid leaked and was carried 
into the building through a drain trench, and 
was ignited when Semple opened the window 
and created a draught. 

Firemen Overcome by Gas. 

CHICAGO, January 6.—A gas explosion oc- 
curred at the H. T. Walker carriage factory, 
corner of Wabash avenue and Harrison street, 
this morning. Gas had escaped in a smdil re- 
ceptacle under the sidewalk and when the fire- 
men went to extinguish the blaze, seven of the 
latter were overcome with the gas. The in- 
jured firemen were taken into a drug store op- 
posite the carriage factory, and after consider- 
able labor were restored to consciousness. It 
was at one time feared,that four of the firemca 
would not recover. ;

The principal cause for the failure 
was the assignment of the Daffy Malt Whisky 
company, Sniffin holding notes to the value 
of $50,000, indorsed by Duffy, for advertising.

“Macon, Ga., January 4.—Honorable A. H, Col- 
quitt; Washington, D. C.—DearSir: May 1 presume 
to appeal to you in behalf ofthe American s <- 
men, the National Gun association, and all lovers 
efthe beantiful in nature—the former composed 
of gentiemen who are endeavoring to foster @ man- 
ly sport, free from the-evil effects of gam ling and 
whisky drinkivre. l refer to skill with’ the shot- 
fun at inanimate tatgets, thrown from traps in 
sucha way as to hnitate, almost pérfectly. the 
flight of natural birds, and perfect lovers of the 
sportin whatis knewn as ‘wing shooting.’ The 
govermment set apart the magnificent domain 
known as ‘Yellowstone Park’ as a perpetaal posses- 
sion of the American people, congress has made 
no provision for its government and preservation. 
There is no machinery for protecting national won- 
ders from defacement and destruction, by vandals, 
nor guarding this game against skin hunters, avd 
the torests against fires, nor even for the punish- 
ment of ordinary crimes, against persons and prop- 
erty. The park is, at present, in charge of a detail 
of treops, put there as a makeshif. They lack 
ability to properly care for it, and are without au 
thority to punish violations against the regulation: 
adopted by the secretary of the interior. 

With the annually increasing hosts of visitors to 
the park, these \ isftors coming from all the states, 
the imperative necessity of suitable government is 
every year made manifest. 

A bill to provide such a government of the park 
will come before the senate, it is hoped, early in 
the session. It is the bill reported by Senator Man- 
dereon, from committee on territories, May 17th, 
1886, and is designated as senate bill No, 2456; “A 
bill to amend sections 2474 and 2475 of the revised 
statutes of the United States, setting apart a certain 
tract of Jand lying near the headwaters ot the Yel- 
lowstone river as a public park,” 3S 

The belief that you may be willing to assist in at- 
taining that end, prompts me to ask your co-opera- 
tion in behalf of the American peopie, 

Another bill granting to the Cinnabar and 
(Clarke’s Fork railroad company a right of way to 
the park may also come (having been recently de- 
feated in the house,) before the senate. That 
measure should be approved by every friend of the 
park. Thepark should not be given ont to railroad 
sehemers. The depletion of our forestg and the de- 
struction of fish and game by what is iowa as pot 
hunters no doubt induced congress to set apart 
this magnificent domain as a perpetual possession. 

Now, may we not invoke the same power to pro- 
tect it from vandals and preserve it in its natural 
beauty as the nation’s gift to a common people.

The Law P ainly Stated, Etc., Etc. 


T).c following is the decision of the railroad 
commission in tyg/ease of the Co-operative Coal 
Supply company against the Augusta and Summer 
ville railroad company : 

The Co operative Coal Supply company filed a 
petition with the railroad commission in which it 
nilegeu ; 

1. Thatthe Augusta and Smmmerville railroad 
company, a corporation existing under the laws of 
this state isa railroad company, and has leased 
that pertion of the track of the South Carolina rail. 
road company that is within the limits of the city

THE DEFENSE. 

The Augusta and BSwmnmerville Railroad company 
filed an elaborate defense to this proceeding, insist- 
ing on its right to make the charges demanded Yor 
the services it performed under its charter and the 
contracts and ordinances of the city of Augusta. 

Jn the view we take of the case, it is necessary to 
consider only the following grounds of defense: 

1. That the factsstated in the petition do not 
make acase which authorizes the comuuissioners 
te proceed against respondent.

ccmpanies. 

The| South Carolina railroad company wa: au- 
thorized by contracts made with the cityof Au- 
gusta oh August 10th, 1852, and July 3ist, 1357, to 
cross the Savannah river and connect its track 
through Washington street with the track of the 
Ceorgia railroad. The connection was made in 
pursuance of these contracts, bui the use of steam 
in joaking such connection between the two tracks 
Was not permitted by the city authorities. 

On the 16th March, 1868, the exclusive use of so 
much of the track of the South Carolina Rail- 
road «=company as ran through the city was 
granted io the Augusta and Summerville 
railroad company on certain terms and conditions 
specifiedin the contract. 

On ihe 26th of October, 1870, the general assem- 
bly of the state passed an act amending the char- 
ter of the Augusta and Summerville Railroad com- 
pany, ratifying and confirming all of the ordi- 
narces and contracts of the city hereinafter men- 
uioped, and authorizing the city council to permit 
the vse by said company ot locomotive engines, 
propelled by steam, on any other streets in the city 
besides those named in said ordinances, on such 
terms and with such restrictions as should be im- 
posed by the council at the time of the grant of au- 
thority. 

In pursuance of contracts made with other rail- 
rords entering Augusta, the lust of wnich contracts 
wis made in the year 1869, the company built oth- 
er\¥racks through the streets of the city connecting 
said 1ailroads with each other. 

THE QUESTION AT ISSUE. 

The cuestion to be decided is: Under the state o 
facts set forth .is the respondent company in the 
malier of its freight and pussenger rates amenabie 
to the control and subject to the rules and regula- 
tions of the cofamission?’ 

The 12th fection of the act, creating the 
commission is as follows. “That the term railroad 
corporations or railroad companies contained in 
thisact shall be deemed and taken to mean al! 
corporations,companies or individuals now owning 
or operating, or which may hereafter own or oper- 
ate, any railroad in whole or in partin this state: 
and the provisions of this act shall apply to all

_ ‘The qnestion of the status of this company and 
Its relations to the railroad commission has been 
infonmaly brought to the attention of the commis- 
Sloners more than once since the commission was 
edablished.* We have uniformly considered that it 
did net come within our jurisdiction, and none of 
ihe circulars, orders or schedules heretofore issued 
by the commission have been held to apply to it. 
We have thought, and still think, that we ought not 
to excrcise jurisdiction except in cases where it has 
Leen clcarly conferred by law. 

view. of the. charter of the respondent and 
the ordinances and contracts of the 
ciiy herein set out, we are of the opin- 
jon that the exception in the 12 section of the act 
establishing the commission denfes to us jarisdic- 
tion of the respondent, or at least that our authori- 
ty toassume such jurisdiction is: so doubtful that 
M4 «do not feel warranted in attempting to exercise 


IN CONCLUSION. 
This company was chartered for ee urpose of 
Luilding and operating a “horse railroad” in 


the city of Augusta, and from that point to the ril- 
lege of Summerville, adjacent to Augusta, it was 
afterwards authoriz d by the municipal authorities 
to use first steam or dummy cars, and then sieam 
locomotives on its track, for the purpose of con- 
bDecting the 1ailroads entering the city. These ordi- 
nances of the city and its contract with the com- 
any were expressly ratified and confirmed by the 
egislature. 
he operations of the company, so far as they are 
the subject of the present complaint, are eonfined 
exclusively to the streets of thecity. We think the 
municipal authorities, by virtue of their police 
pe /wers, Infy prescribe the motive power to be used 
y the company in conducting its business along 
and through the streets of the city. They 
may authorize the inauguration of a system of 
steam drayage, just as they may prescribe that 
horse power only shall be Ted-onetakals they muy, 
for public purposes, grant such privilege when ex- 
pressly authorized to do so by the legislature: and 
we donot think the company ceases to be a street 
railway simply because it employs steam locomo- 
tives in conducting its business on parts of its | ne. 

The facts here do not present a case where a rail- 
road or section of a railroad once under the juris lic- 
tion of the commission is attempted to be withdrawn 
from that jurisdiction by lease orother contract with 
a streei raslway. On the contrary the state of affairs 
uow existing with reference to this company is pre- 
cisely what it was when the commission was estab 
lished, and whatit had been for many years previ- 
OUS:YV, 

We must presume that had the legislature intend- 
ed to subject it to our jurisdiction, language would 
have been used which would more clearly disclose 
that purpose than that contained in the section of 
the act we have quoted. 

It was represented on the argument that the ex- 
¢lusive privileges conferred on this company, and 
the manner in which they were ‘exercised affected 
most injudiciously the commercial and business in- 
terests of Augusta, This was strenuously denied by 
the respondent. If it be true, relief must be sought 
before the legislature or the courts. We are con- 
Strained to hold-that the power to grant such relief 
has been withheld from the commission.

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THE SOUTHERN’S ACCIDENT. 


Particulars That Are Reliable---The Road 
Reopened, 

The particulars of the accident which 
occurred on the Cincinnati Southern railroad last 
Monday are as follows: 

At 1] o'clock an extra freight train, bound north 
from Chatianooga, ran into seven freight cars 
dropped by freight train No. 1S, north bound, which 
were standing on the southern approaches of the 
Cumt erland river bridge. The bridge is approached 
by a sharp downward grade both ways and crosses 
onalevel. It is 1,250 feet long, and from 80 to over 
100 teet in height above theriverbed. The approach 
from ithe north leads to the bridge proper through a 
tunnel. The seven cars probably became detached 
by the train parting as No. 18 ran down on the 
bridge from the south, and as the train pulled up 
through the tunnel without noticing the accident, 
they ran down on to the 80-foot high “bents’ 
and came to a= stand = on these lofty 
approaches just before reaching the 
bridge proper. The following train does not 
have a long look ahead of the bridge, and comiog 
down grade, was unable to see the ‘‘dropped’’ cars 
in time to prevent a collision. The locomotive 
came to a standstill with the shock, and .nobody 
was hurt, butgshe seven cars left by No. 18 were 
hurled through the bridge, carrying with them to 
the bed of the r'ver one of, the bents, which are 
thirty feet apar®and therefore tearing a gap in the 
bricge sixty feet wide by eighty deep. This. was fill- 
ed by temporary work before freight traffic was re- 
sumed, and passengers were transferred. The prin- 
cipal loss to the Queen and Crescent was in inter- 
ruption of trafiic.

NORFOLK AND WESTERN. 


Rumors That it Has Scooped the East Ten- 
nessee Renewed. 


In Atlanta railroad circles the rumored scoop 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road by the Norfolk and Western was again the 
subject of discussion. It was said that there was 
no doubt of the truth of the rumor. 

As a reason for the scoop it was alleged that the 
Norfolk and Western could not afford to be without 
a line to the Georgia seaboard and to Florida, now 
that the Richmond and Danville would be in close 
alliance with the Central. It was also alleged that, 
having been conyineed that General Alexander 
would be elected president of the Central, and, 
consequently, that the Richmond and Danville 
would control that road, the Norfolk and Western 
secured control of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia several weeks ago, as printed in THE 
CONSTITUTION at the'time. 

It was authoritatively announced in Tar Constr- 
TUTION, a short time ago, that while Major Henry 
Fink would remove his oftice from Knoxville to 
New York, the rumor that the Norfolk and Western 
had scooped the East Pennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia was untrue. It wasstated yesterday that 
Major Fink had removed to New York by order of 
the Norfolk and Western. 

THE CONSTITUTION prints these latest rumors 
without knowing whether they are true or not. As 
has been stated, however, they are believed by well 
informed railroad men.

Increased Travel and Freight Receipts 


From the City. 

EASTMAN, Ga., January 6.—[Special.]—An 
examination of the final report of Henry Fink, late 
receiver of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia railroad, develops that the receipts of passenger 
fure at Eastman for the two years ending June 30, 
18+6, were larger than the recipts from that source 
either at Hawkinsville or Cochran, and the freight 
receipts at Eastman for the same period were larger 
than at Cochran by several thousand dollars, and 
about half as large asthey were at Hawkinsville, 
Consolidating the amounts collected by depot 
agents aud conductors, the passenger receipts for 
the two years mentioned, as taken from the receiy- 
er’s report, were as follows:

Around men gathering 
themselves together for such high reasons there 
will be, too, an utmosphere friendly to 
the growth of high character. Let us seek to illus- 
trate the principles of our order iu life, then when 
we shall leave this world for our eternal home, we 
will be comforted in our last moments by the 
thought that our families will not bein want. 

Lee was heartily applauded at the conclu- 
sion of his remarks. ° 

Loud calls for “Hawthorne! Hawthorne!’ were 
heard in all parts of the hall, The doctor was pre- 
vailed upon to ascend thegstage and respond to the 
demand foraspeech. His address was felicitous. 
He completely captivated his audience by his apt 
illustrations, fresh anecdotes, flashes of humor and 
scintillations of wit. Frequently he was cheered 
during the delivery of his address, and when he 
coucluded there was a storm of applause.

posture, give himself a little shake and in the 

most dignified manner stalk away, leaving 
you with a sense of your own 
impertinemes in, haying atteinptsd anything 
like intimacy with so exclusive a canine sover- 
eign. Do you hear all this Smoke, old boy? 
Ab! there, you are ready enough to get up and 
wag your old tail and run to. the window, for 
Dorotha and Margarette are calling to you. 
Dorotha’s eyes are eager, her little golden 
rings of hair dancing in the breeze, and I am 
sure Smoke realizes that she too is a “Child of 
the Regiment.”

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GRAND “JURY'S ‘REPORT. | 


INQUISITORS OF FULTON Sou 
MAKE THEIR PRESENTMENT. 


A Comprehensive and Searching But Favorable Criti- 
cisem of County Affairs—A Report Aboat Roads 
and Bridges-The Alms House -Jail and * 
Courthouse—Miscellaneous Matters. 


The grand jury of Fulton county met yes- 
terday, and contiued in session several hours, 
Besides the investigation of a large number of 
criminal cases, and the finding of a “true bill” 
in some, and “no bill” in others, the following 
presentment was drawn up and submitted to 
the superior court: 

We, the grand jury, selected, chosen and sworn 
for the fall term of Fulton county superior court, 
beg leave to make the following genera! present- 
ments. By the proper committees of the grand 
juwy, we have made diligent inquiries of all c.uaty 
matters. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES, 

We find the roads, generally, in good condition, 
and improving from vearto year, in consequence 
of the work done by the chaingang. Some of the 
roads are notin as good condition as they might 
be, and we call the atrention of our county commis- 
sioners to the full report of our special committee 
on roadsand bridges, for the exceptions to this 
general statement, and request their consideration 
of the same. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

We have inspected the almshouse 
proper committee appointed by this body aud are 
vratified at the result of that investigation. We 
are able to inform the people of this county that 
their almsibouse will compare favorably with any 
institution of the kind in the state. For further 
particulars we call attention to our detailed report 
on this item 


through the 


JAIL AND COURTHOUSE, 

We inspected the county jail ina body,and found 
it neat and clean. The prisoners were freely inter- 
rog ated, and. we heard no complaint from any 
source. We would suggest the propriety of the 
county commissioners looking into the condition of 
the heating apparatus of the building, and respect- 
fully suggest that they make the proper repairs, 
We also respectfully call their attentiou to the ven- 
tilation and sanitary condition of the jail, which 
can be very much improved, and which is, in our 
opinion, the cause of the recent sickness among the 
inmates. We find the plumbing arrangements of 
the courthouse very defective; and that ithe public 
records are not sufficiently protected 
from fire, owing to the exposure of the 
iron columns and girders under the’ rooms 
where these papers are kept. For full information 
on these points we refer them to the exhaustive and 
able report, with diagrams, made by our special 
comniittee. 

CHAINGANG, 

The chaingang was inspected by the commiitce 
from this grand jury and found to bein good con- 
dition, the food abundant and of good quality, the 
premises and appurtenances clean and neat, the 
beds undergoitig general repairs for the approach. 
ing winter. 

THE DOCKETS AND RECORDS 
justices of the peace and ex-officio notary 
pul lies were examined by our committee, who 
fm nd them neatly and correctly kept, and in com- 
plance with thelaw. There has been a marked im- 
provementin this respectin comparisou with former 
years. We would suggest the great importance of 
the officers giving more attention to the nature of 
the Londs taken by them in criminal cases, We find 
that they have, in some instances, been somewhat 
loose in the manner of taking these bonds, not look- 
ing sufficiently into the solvency of the bondsmen, 
Weare ofthe opinion that the laws should beso 
amended that every justice ofthe peace should be 
required tokeep acriminal docket showing all 
warrants issued, the name ofthe accused, the of- 
fense, the date of the issuing ofthe warrant, the 
name of the affiant or prosecutor, the names of the 
witnesses given, the name of the officer into whose 
hands it is placed for service, with the date when 
the officer returnsthe warrant tothe magistrate. 
This officer should be required to send a copy of his 
rettirn to the issuing magistrate, that his docket en- 
tries may be complete, whenever the accused is 
carried before another magistrate. With such re- 
cords the grand jury can easily determine whether 
the jews are being faithfully and promptly exe. 
cuted by the justices upon whom these important 
duties devolve. We respectfully call the attention 
of the-legislature to this much needed legislation, 
STATE CONVICTS. 
The law makes it the duty of the grand jury in 


cfthe 


the respective counties in which state convicts are 


located to examine into the condition of the same. 
The committee from this grand jury accompanied 
by three citizens, visited the convict camp of the 
Chattahoochee brick company, located on the 
Georgia Pacific railroad at Chattahoochee station. 
The immediate supervision of the camp is under 
M. C. H. Camfield. We think heis eminently the 
proper man for the place. The lessees in The state 
are fortunate in securing his services and the con- 
victs are very fortunate to fall into such humane 
and kind hands. We conversed very freely with 
all of the convicts, both white and black, and 
strange to Say, not a single complaint was made, 
We think Major Camficld fulfills the law to'the let- 
ter with regaid to the lessees, and sees that the 
convicts get] justice. We found them in thealthy 
condition, comfortably clothed, food wholesome in 
kind and abundant in quality,  consist- 
ing of corn-bread well baked, bulk meat, molasses, 
coffee, and a variety of vegetab!es raised on the 
company’s farm, and a bounilful supply of good 
water for all practical purposes. We carefully ex- 
amined the stockade, in which the convicts are 
confined at night, and found it neat and clean, and 
most admirably ventilated and so arranged as to be 
easily warmed and made comfortable in winter. 
They have one building set apart for a hospital, 
which was neat and comfortable. There are about 
175 convicts in the camp, male and female, ranging 
in age from 14 to75 years, There is very little sick- 
ness in the camp—only threeinmates were confined 
in the hospital. Wedon’t think there is a better 
arranged or more comfortable camp in the state. 
BANKS AND BANKERS. 

We call the attention of our immediate represen- 
tatives to the grexnt necessity for a state bank in- 
spector, who shall be authorized and empowered to 
Visit, at his discretion without notice, state incorpor- 
ated banks and bankers and private banks and 
baukeis, and examine all their books and papers of 


| every nature, and that such legislation shall be en- 


acted as shall protect the general public from loss 
from speculative or dishonest bankers, 
MISCELLANEOUS, 

At the last spring termofthe grand jury, that 
body appointed Messrs. Wall and Waldo to make 
careful and minute inspection of the county officers’ 
books and papers, and they were instructed to re- 
port to the grand jury at the fall term. We here- 
with present their very exhaustive report in detail. 
We are all of the opinion that Messrs. Wall and 
Waldo have done their full duty on this report, and 
merit the thanks of the citizens of the county. 

CONCLUSION. 

In taking leave, we would bez to express our ap- 
preciation of the courtesies extended to us by his 
Honor Judge wee J. Clarke, as also the energy 
and ability with which we have been aidedin the 
discharge of our duties by our efficient solicitor, 
Mr. Charles .D. Hill.
